From the Oregon Em 

Mr. Saxronv Watson, of this County, has 
ceived the following letter from his brother, which 
he has obligingly furnished us for publication. The 
‘etter was brought by Mr. Glenley,—whose arrival 
at Fort Kearney, from Oregon, westated last week 

Bantow’s Cam, Oregon Territory, ) 
September 28, 1817, § 

Dear Brother: Through the mercies of Provi- 

dence, we arrivedat this camp last evening. We 

well. We have as yet about 100 iniles to 
travel, which will bring us to Oregon City; but 
worst of all we baye the Cascade Mountains to 
cross. 

We have been longer on the road thon we expec- 
tedto be. Ihave not lost any of ny eattle yet, ex- 
cept one ox but I fear shall lo: before I 
get over the’ mountains. ‘The poor, and 
some 300 teams are ahead of us, and some 600 b 
hind us, How the lastare to get flrough, I know 
not. 

This isa very long journey, indeed ; anda very 
dirty and tiresome one. ‘The traveling has_be 
very disagreeable on account of the dust. ‘Those 
who expect to get to Oregon and make a pleusure 
tp of it will bo badly deceived. 

We are almost daily inecting persons coming out 
to mecttheic friends. ‘Thoyval to be well 
pleased with their new homes. ve nothing to 
fear on this subject.—I ain compelled to 
letter short on nt of not having 

Thave ascertained that sheep will travel te 
gon better than any other stock ; and they are the 
only loose stoék that is worth bringing so far. I 
you come to Oregon, be sure to start with good 
wagons, plenty of oxen and light Toads, and start 
with no company of more than 20 wagons; and 
when you Ret to Fort Laramie, make two compan 
ies of that company. Companies of that size need 
have no fears about the Indians. 

The difficulties of the way are but trifling until 
you leave the South Pass. There are two roads 
after you leave Fort Hall ;—but I do nat knaw 
which is the best.
